UTE OVER THE DRAINAGE LAW. 
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th’ Tells Why It Should Be Amend- 


Te Real-Estate Board last week practically 
ed itself to the support of the proposd 
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with Cooley's 


$4,500,000, The lowest possible estimate for 
the completion of thé work under the present 
law was $30,000,000, exclusive of land pur- 
chases. No official estimate of the cost had 
ever been made at aless figure. It would 
probably cost a great deal more to complete 
the work, especially if the contract system of 
labor should be abandoned and that of per 
diem adopted. Continuing he said: : 
The law is not so specific as to the cost, but it 
provides that the minimum depth shall bo four- 
teen feet and éighteen feet where there is rock. 
As a matter of fact when you get below Twelfth 
street it is all rock until you get te Joliet. Hence 
you have to construct a channel eighteen feet 
deep for that entire distance. Under the present 
law we are authorized to use the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal as an adjunct or main channel to 
convey the sewage to the county line only; in 


other words, we can only use the canal in Cook 


County, The amendment proposes to utilize this 
canal beyond the county line and that it shall be 
a part of the flowing capacity of the South 
Branch of the Chicago River. The engineers be- 
lieve this canal can be utilized at a cost of $4,000,- 
900. including the necessary ption sewers, and 
that 90,000 cubic feet of water tan be sent through 
it. The present flow does not exceed 35,000 feet. 
No matter what you may think about these 
trustees. or what you might do in their absence, 
they believe this work is not practicable if all the 
requirements of the present law are observed, and 
it is not right to charge the community with the 


expense, 
Harvey B. Hurd, because of the small num- 
ber of those present, urged that no definite 
action be taken, particularly if it was pro- 
posed to recommend the passage of the pro- 
posed amendment. To secure the passage of 
the present law Chicago had pledged itself 
to the people of the Illinois Valley to secure a 
flow entirely removed from offensiveness, 
which could not be accomplished un- 
der the plan proposed in the 
proposed amendments. The speaker then 
referred to the efforts to secure good drainage 
from 1877 to the present time, during which 
he recalled the estimates of Engineers 
Hering and Artingstall for a channel 200 feet 
wide and 18 feet deep, the total cost of which 
was $18,976,716. The cost of removing the 
clay was only 15 cents per yard; the present 
engineers say 30 cents. 
Gen. Smith—Fifteen cents is pretty low. 
Mr. Allerton—It ought to be done for seven 
cents. If they will let me have the contract 
at their figures I'll make a fortune out of it. 
Gen. Smith—These people have worked pa- 
tiently, honestly, and thoroughly, and you 
may come to a public meeting and hurl ridi- 
cule at them, but prove they are not right. 
Mr. Hurd—I called at the Drainage Trust- 


ees’ office and asked them for a detailed state- 


ment of their estimates. They told me to call 
today, and when I did so they simply handed 
me a little printed slip containing the total 
estimates. I was told Gen. Smith knew the 
details, and that was all the satisfaction I could 
get. The trouble is the public cannot get any 
detailed estimates. 

Gen. Smith—Personally I don’t care a fig 
whether you amend this law or not, but if you 
don’t some of the Commissioners will re- 
sign—— 

Mr. Allerton—Let them resign. 

John S. Everett spoke in favor of the trus- 
tees’ proposition if its agitation before the 
Legislature meant the abolition of the present 
board. 

G. W. Harlow—The President of the Board 

of Trustees, I’m told, put the Cooley report 
in his pocket, and so far as the public is 
concerned it has never been of 
supplem report. 
Cooley spent a year, or if he spent.five years, 
in making his estimates the public is entitled 
to know the results of his labore. The public 
is suspicious of Judge Prendergast. There is 
a general suspicion in this city that Judge 
Prendergast runs the entire board. I hear it 
in all quarters, and it is damaging to a great 
measure Chicago has at heart. I therefore 
move that the trustees be requested to furnish 
this meeting with a copy of Mr. Cooley’s re- 
port. 

The motion was defeated at length, Gen. 
Smith, Charles L. Raymond, Arthur Chetlain, 
George P. Engelhardt, and others opposing 
its adoption. Gen. Smith defended the board 
at length, and during his remarks disclosed 
the fact that it was Trustees Willing and Hotz 
who threaten to resign unless the amendment 
is passed. W. G. Ewing thought, that as the 
Real-Estate Exchange had practically decided 
to favor the amendment it was improper for 
those present and not members of the 
exchange to seek to instruct them as 
to their duty. Mr. Engelhardt moved 
asan amendment to Mr. Harlow’s motion 
that a committee of three be appointed to 
read and report to an adjourned meeting the 
substance of Mr. Cooley’s report. Mr. Bacon 
offered as asubstitute that the entire matter be 
referred to the several clubs and commercial 
bodies separately for action, and that they re- 
port the result to the President of the Real- 
Estate Board. Mr. Bacon’s motion prevailed, 
and the meeting adjourned.

STANLEY AGAIN ASSAILED 


‘COL. d. W. WILLIAMS’ STATEMENTS 


ABOUT CONGO AFFAIRS, 


He Declares King Leopold Has Been De- 
ceived by the Explorer and His Agents 
~The Country a Desert—Charges Against 
Belgian Officials—Refiners and Dealers 
to Boycott, Foreign Sugar—Is Prof. 
Briggs Orthodex?—A Blow at Book- 
making—Other New York News, 

New Yor, April 13,—[Special.]—Col. 
George W. Williams (colored), who is said to 
have had charge of the surveys of the Congo 
railroad and to have traveled and made ex- 
tensive. observations throughout the Congo 
Free State, has written from Stanley Falls, 
Central Africa, an open letter to King Leo- 
pold of Belgium, under date of July 18, 1890, 
in which he makes the gravest charges of the 
cruelties and deceptions practiced by the Gov- 
ernment of the Free State. Col. Williams 
Speaks in the bitterest way of Mr. Stanley's 
administration and misrepresentations (as he 
calls them) of the character of the Free State. 
Thus, he says: 

The agents of your Majesty’s Government have 
misrepresented the Congo country and the Congo 
railway. Mr. H. M. Stanley, the man who was 
your chief agent in setting up your authority in 
this country, has grossly. misrepresented the char- 
acter of the country. Instead of being fertile 
aud productive it is sterile and unproductive. 
The natives can scarcely subsist upon the vege- 
table life prodnced in some parts of the country. 

Henry M. Stanley’s name produces a shudder 
among this simple folk when mentioned. They 
remember his broken promises,his copious profan- 
ity, his hot temper, his heavy blows, his severe and 
vigorous measures by which they wére mulcted 
of their lands. His last appearance in the Congo 
produced a profound sensation among them when 
he led 500 Zanzibar soldiers, with 300 camp fol- 
lowers, on his way to rélieve Emin Pasha. They 
thought it meant complete subjugation, and they 
fied in confusion. 

The letter then proceeds to set forth a state 
of things which, if true, should hold up the 
Government of the Congo Free State to the 
execration of the civilized world. There is, 
Col. Williams declares, one law for the white 
man and another for the black. Col. Williams 
devotes the following to the immoralities 
practiced in the Congo State: 

Women are imported into your Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment for immoral purposes. They are intro- 
duced by two methods—viz.: black men are dis- 
patched. to the Portuguese coast, where they 
engage these women as mistresses of white men. 
The other method: is by capturing -native 
women and condemning them te seven years’ 
servitude for some imaginary crime against the 
State. The State then hires these women opt to 
the highest bidder, the. officers having the first 
choice and then the men. : | | 

Explorer Stanley was interviewed tonight at 
the Plaza Hotel, this city. I do not need to 
read the letter, said he, after a brief glance 
at the copy. It was handed to me the night 
before I sailed for this Gountry last October by 
Sir William McKinnon. I then told Sir Will- 
iam, and I gay the same now, that I regarded 
the letter or pamphlet as a deliverate 
attempt at blackmail, and I advised him, as a 
friend of the King of Belgium, to have noth- 
ing whatever to do with this Williams. I told 
him that I had met the man as far back as 
1884. Williams is a blackmailer of the worst 
sort. : 


FOREIGN SUGAR TO BE KEPT OUT. 


Wholesale Grocers and Refiners Form a Gi- 
gantic Combination. 

New Tonk. April 13.—Reports have been 
current for some days on the sugar market 
that a combination had been formed between 
the Sugar Trost, all the Eastern refiners, and 
the Wholesale Grocers’ Association to acquire 


complete control of 232 trade, and to

tries. It is said Claus Spreckels, E. C. Knight, 
Harrison & Frazer, and all the independent 
sugar refiners have entered into an agreement 
wich the trust to work in harmony with its 
managers, and to produce only their pro rata 
share of the entire production, which will be 
limited to the sales made in advance by the 
wholesale grocers. 

One of the largest sugar dealers in the city said 
in reference to this agreement: The refiners 
are now making a profit of only one-fifteenth 
cent per pound on the sugar handled by them. 
They are restricted to this profit because at 
three-eighths cent per pound between the cost 
of refined and the selling price foreign beet 
sugar would come to the market in such 
quantities as to prevent the placing of the 
product of the American refiners. Today tel- 
egrams have been received asking for quota- 
tions on German beet sugar, and that article, 
favored as it is by a high bounty to the pro- 
ducer from the German Government, is loom- 
ing up promptly as a menace to the refining 
business here.”’ 

The report is untrue that any arrangement 
exists in the Western States between grocers 
and refiners. At the East the wholesale gro- 
cers have had an arrangement among them- 
selves for the last two years for the sale of re- 
fined sugars, and are simply extending it at 
the present time. 


TO DETERMINE BRIGGS’ ORTHODOXY.

Isaac married Rachel Hayden 
March 15,1786. They had one child and the 
parents separated. The mother and child 
died. Isaac went South in 1818, engaged in 
the slave trade, and accumulated an enormous 
fortune. Of this he deposited the cash in the 
Manhattan Bank of New York City and in- 
vested the remainder in land at Long Branch, 
in Holeston, S. C., and in houses and lots in 
Baltumore.

Isaae Phillips 
died in 1834.

tate which was held bya person believed to 
have avery imperfect title to it.

dangerous extent to which this society of as- 
sassins carried the purposes of their organiza- 
tion. The confession made by Politz, the se- 
cret tool of the conspirators, leaves no doubt 
as to the truth of the charges made against 
the wretches and will remove any sympathy 

which the public had as to their fate before 
their real purpose was uncovered. If a simi- 
lar occurrence had happened in any other 
American city; if a Chief of Police had been 
killed for no other offense than doing his 
duty; if courts had been terrorized and jurors 
intimidated by a secret gang of assassins, the 
people ot such city would have been justified 
in taking the same steps to protect themselves 
as the New Orleans people did if they could 
find no other way. Fortunately there will be 
no such danger in the future, for the action of 
the people of New Orleans has had the desired 
effect on this professional murder society. It 
has taught this Sicilian scum a lesson not soon 
to be forgotten. 

The revelations emphasize another point. It 
is that Italy, instead of making such a fuss 
over the death of these wretches, should be 
thankful that they have been wiped out, that 
they are no longer capable of dving harm, and 
that a scandal to the Italian name has been 
removed. The Government ever since Italian 
unification has been engaged in the same busi- 
ness which the people of New Orleans took it 
upon themselves to t 
Mafia pests wherever it found them. It has 
removed them by court-martial and with- 
out court-martial, and has done its best to ex- 
terminate this secret society of assassins 
which has been perpetuated from one genera- 
tion to another, with its family secrecies, its 
family oaths, and its family shotguns and 
stilettos, and it has been doing its work on a 
big scale. Even tow a multitude of these ruf- 
fians, secretly organized for purposes of mur- 
der, robbery, and blackmail, and known by 
the significant name of Mala Vita, are under- 
going trial at Bari, in Italy, amid great popu- 
lar excitement, and menaced by threats of 
lynching from the respectable people. A con- 
sideral number of these scoundrels made their 
escape when the troops arrived to arrest them 
and fled to this country and other parts of the 
world. This reveals the dangerous condition 
of Italy. The report of the special agent of 
the United States shows that at the close of 
the year 1885 there had come to this country 
54,974 Italians who were convicts or ex-felons 
without visible occupation of any kind. 

While the Government of Italy has been 
secking to exterminate these ruffians on a 
big scale this country has benevolently co- 
operated with it on a small scale. It has done 
its best to lift the opprobrium which rests 
upon Italy and has succeeded to a considera- 
ble extent. The decent Italians drew a long 
breath of relief when they heard of the action 
of the New Orleans people. They felt that at 
last they were freed from the shotguns and 
stilettos of these Sicilian bandits. What then 
does Italy mean by all this clamor about war? 
Instead of blustering about retaliatior why 
has it not sent a polite and grateful letter of 
thanks to the United States for vindicating 
the honor and fair fame of Italy? President 
Harrison and Secretary Blaine have been pa- 
tient and moderate in their endurance of 
Italian threats and bluster. “his country has 
been very friendly to Italy ever since its unifi- 
cation, It was the first to rejoice in its free- 
dom and reunion and ever since that time it 
hes continued its good offices, not the least of 
which is its conspicuous service in helping to 
wipe out the odious Mafia. 7 

If in the face of this friendly spirit the 
Italian Government is unwise enough to de- 
mand the recall of the American Minister the 
first step to be taken by this Government 
should be to collect the Mafias and Mala 
Vitas and the whole unsavory crowd of Italian 
criminals, banditti, and cutthroats, place them 
on board steam vessels, and send them to 
Naples and Palermo, and tell the Italian Gov- 
ernment to take the delectable crowd and 
keep them. The next step to be taken by this 
Government would be to provide against the 
possibility of any more of their sort 
ever entering our ports. As to war,“ or 
impecunious Italy attacking this Republic, 
that is ridiculous, and as to the cessation of 
diplomatic intercourse that is a matter of no 
nne, 


GOULD’s RAILROAD POLICY. 

The railroad policy of Jay Gould has been 
uniformly inimical to the commercial inter- 
ests of Chicago. Under his control the Union 
Pacific has for years made rates strongly 
favoring St. Louis as against this city, his 
Southwestern lines have been used to send 
traffic dcross to the Atlantic by more south- 
ern routes than those trending from the head 
of Lake Michigan, and now his combine with 
Huntington is distinctly arrayed on the same 
adverse side. It has pronounced against the 
Alton road because the latter would not agree 
to the rank injustice of carrying freight free 
from Milwaukee to this city when the same 
was shipped to Texas points. It is a matter 
with which the Gould-Huntington combine 
has no right to meddle, since the interests of 
its lines are not menaced by the refusal. It 
has simply taken action on the general plea of 
right to interfere wherever it pleases, and in 
pursuance of the long and strongly defined 
policy above noted. It does so in direct con- 
travention of law as well as of j

The letter of rebuke to the Alton by the 
Chairman of the Central Traffic Association 
was published in Tan une of Friday, and 
deserves careful Sas a matter of ex- 
treme official impudencé, besides being gross- 
ly unfair and arbitrary. It characterizes the 
conduct of the Alton in standing up for the 
rights of Chicago shippers as unwarranted 
and without justification or excuse, says it will 
be construed as unfriendly,“ and then 
makes the politely worded but very sig- 
nificant threat that every effort will be made 
by the members of this association to protect 
the rate situation thus attacked by you.” It 
is as much as to say, We have made these 
arrangements to suit dur own sweet will, and 
if you dare to interfere it will bring down 
upon your head the vengeance of the whole 
body.“ 

The mode of punishment resolved on is de- 
fined in no uncertain terms. “The divisions 
heretofore existing with your company on 
business the rates on which will be reduced 
under your tariff will be withdrawn and can- 
celed by your route, and the full local tariff 
rates of those lines from points of junction 
with your company will be applied on any 
and all of such business.” The full local 
tariff rates alluded to are understood to be

the commercial interests of this city. 

The animus of this nefarious business is 
easily understood, and more than once has 
been stated in the columns of Tun Tarsuns.. 
The tailroad octopus may not have any spite 
against our citizens as individuals, but it hates 
them collectively because they live at the head 
of the great lake route, which is the one com- 
petitor with his railroads and has done more 
than all else combined to keep them within 
reasonable limits. But for the interior water- 
ways to the seaboard the rail routes would 
have found it comparatively easy to effect 
combinations to maintain rates at a much 
higher point than is now possible, and would 
have had the transportation business of 
the country by the throat. That fact fur- 
nishes the reasop why those of the railroad 
managers and owners who are destitute of con- 
science, and at the same time have most fully 
developed the grasping spirit, act upon the 
rule of “anything to beat Chicago.” That is 
why they discriminate against it at every 
available opportunity, even though in doing 
so they have to favor other places which would 
be equally hard to beat were they as prom- 
inent and influential in, the conduct of the in- 
terior commerce of this continent. 


THE NEW KENTUCKY CONSTITUTION. 

After seven months of discussion and more 
or less unsatisfactory consideration a new 
Constitution is ready to be submitted to the 
people of Kentucky, with every prospect that 
they will reject it by alarge majority. The 
following are the special points of the new in- 
strument: 

Prohibition of local and special legislation by 
the General Assembly; prohibition of lotteries; 
adoption of secret ballot; remedy of the evil of 
frequent elections; the control of corporations; 
reform in taxation and exemptions; a barrier to 
extravagant public expenditures and provisions 
for the better administration of government— 
State, county, and municipal; reduction of the 
grand jury from sixteen to twelve; three-fourths 
verdict in jury case authorized; convicts not to 
be worked outside the prison walls; provision for 
areformatory for juvenile offenders ; constitu- 
tional recognition given to the Railroad Commis- 
sion; prohibition of the State and counties and 
municipalities to aiding railroads or other corpo- 
rations except to build turnpikes, gravel roads, 
and bridges; and the elimination ofthe slavery 
section. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal heads the 
opposition to the new Constitution in the most 
vigorous manner. It anaiyzes it section by 
section and shows up its contradictions and 
absurdities in the most merciless style. A 
number of the most eminent members of the 
convention which framed it have repudiated 
it and will refuse to sign it. It is charged that 
the convention has ignored almost entirely the 
distinctions between the executive, judicial, 
and legislative departments, which thus are 
likely to be thrown into confusions It pro- 
hibits special legislation, and yet special and 
class legislation of adangerous kind have been 
injected into it. It has failed to do anything 
towards the regulation of corporations. It 
forbids more than one amendment to be made 
to it annually, which, it is alleged, ‘“‘ widens 
the field of the trickster and bummer.” It 
usurps powers which belong to the Legisla- 
ture, as, for instance, the appropriation for 
school purposes of the $600,000 to be collected 
from the GeneralGovernment. For these and 
numerous other reasons, the Courier-Journal 
says, it 1s drawn to catch votes, contains 
promises which it isnot possible to fulfill, is 
made the vehicle of personal ambition, and 
embodies special legislation of the most dan- 
gerous character. Hence, says the Courier- 
Journal, let all who believe in popular insti- 
tutions, all who believe that a Constitution 
should not embody a code of laws but should 
be merely declaratory of fundamental princi- 
ples of government, unite to defeat the pro- 
posed Constitution of 1892.“ The Constitu- 
tions of Kentucky and Mississippi, are the 
work of the combined Democratic intelligence 


and wisdom of those States, and in both cases 


they are eminently unsatisfactory. It is only 
another instance that Democrats of the South, 
as of the North, in matters of the highest pub- 
lic interest are incapable of rising above the 
lines of party. 


A SINGLE TERM FOR MAYOR. 

An evening paper which makes a specialty 
of blundering says the object of the support- 
ers of the proposition to make the Mayor in- 
eligible for the next succeeding term is to 
prevent fraud in the election of a Mayor and 
attempts at fraud, and that it will be inef- 
fectual. Had the stupid paper in question 
read what Tus Tarsunsz has had to say on this 
subject it would have learned that what is de- 
signed to be accomplished by this ineligibility 
provision is to free the Mayor from the over- 
whelming temptation to make an improper 
use of his great patronage. It is to liberate 
him ffom real or fancied dependence on the 
officeholding ring and place him where he can 
work for the welfare of the city, and will not 
spend his time in efforts to get renominated 
and reélected, Incidentally this ineligibility 
of the Mayor will greatly tend to check fraud, 
because no Mayor will work as hard or 
stretch his conscience so far for the election 
of another man as he will for his own re- 
election. Had Cregier not been the candidate 
of his officeholding appointees to succeed 
himself the police force never would have 
played the partisan and disgraceful part it did 
in last Tuesday's election. Mr. Kern’s bill re- 
moves a powerful motive for fraud, but its ob- 
ject is not so much that as to make the Mayor 
a city officer, and not the mere center of a 
self-perpetuating ring of officeholders; head 
of the municipality, and not of a taxeating 
gang of toughs. There is no one amend- 
ment to the city charter that can be made 
which would do as much good for the city and 
do as much to make the incumbent a faithful 
Mayor as that proposed by Representative 
Kern. But as to the term, three or two years 
and out aterm might be better than a four- 
year term and out a term; but this is a matter 
of opinion merely.

| OBJECTIONS TO THE LAKE-FRONT ORDI- 
NANCE. 
The objections to the passage of the Lake- . 


Front ordinance now before the Council are 
these: 

It does not give to the North Side the means 
of reaching the South Division with light 
pleasure vehicles, which was promised by pre- 
vious ordinances on this subject. There is no 
longer anything said about a viaduct along 
Central avenue. When North-Siders learn 
this they will see that they signed petitions for 
the passage of the pending ordinance under a 
false impression. 

This *“‘ compromise” gives the Illinois Cen- 
tral more than it would if the Lake-Front act 
were declared valid. That gave them a one- 
third interest in three blocks between Ran- 
dolph and Mouroe, for which the three roads 
were to pay the city $800,000. The com- 
promise gives the Illinois Central alone four 
blocks, from Adams to Randolph. They are 
worth four millions now, but the road is not 
to pay the city acent for them. The act of 
1869 gave the road nothing south of the round- 
house property. This “‘ compromise” gives 
it a new right of way, 100 feet wider than the 
old one, from Twenty-second street north. 
That enables the IIlinois Central to let in 
three or more roads atarental of at least 
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four blocks of which its 

more use than of any 

On the land to be 

given away have been held National and local 

conventions, expositions, and shows of all 

kinds, floral, animal, and artistic.

The only reason assigned why these four 
blocks sho uld be given up is that it will swell 
the revenues of à railroad and promote the 
convenience and add to the value of the prop- 
erty of a few hundred South-Siders. 


A FALSE AND FRAUDULENT RETURN. 

Chief Clerk Twohig of the Election Com- 
mission has furnished, unwittingly per- 
haps, ample evidence to sustain the position 
of Tun Tao that the returns of the Fif- 
teenth Precinct of the Twenty-ninth Ward 
should be rejected by the Canvassing Board as 
invalid. In an interview quoted in this paper 
from the Herald of Sunday Mr. Twohig says: 


The list that the Election Commissioners re- 
ceived was the incomplete one [given to THz 
TRIBUNE], and that was sent out from our office. 
The Democrats sent out their tickets from that 
list, and so 1 presume failed to send to the men 
whose names were omitted. In order to be sure 
of this fact I today sent over to the circular mail- 
ing company which sent out notices from the list 
furnished it * us for the original names. These 
names corresponded exactly with those on the in- 
complete list and stopped just where they did. 
Higgins was up in the office Thursday and left 
two copies of the correct list, This was the first 
that I had seen of it. The Election Commissioners 
had the incomplete list. 

One of the essential requirements of the law 
is that a complete and corrected list of the 
voters shall be made or printed for distribu- 
tion in,the various precincts after the day of 
final revision and before the day of election 
by the Election Commussioners. The follow- 
ing is the provision of the statute on that 
point: ? 

Sec. 24. Said Board of Election Commissioners 
shal), immediately, upon the return of said regis- 
ters after revision, cause the registry of each pre- 
cinct to be copied and arranged according to 
street numbers, as in case of the first registrauon, 
and shall cause a suitable number of each pre- 
cinct to be printed for distribution; and shall 
cause a copy thereof to be posted, and copies 
given to the judges and clerks, as provided in 
case of first registration; and also to furnish 
printed supplemental lista, as before directed as 

to the first registration 


The preceding and following provisions of 
the law leave no doubt as td the purpose of 
this section. It is that the voters of the sev- 
eral precincts may be enabled to note who 
claim the right to exercise the franchise and 
that they are duly registered themselves. The 
intention, in fact, is to bring the registry un- 
der public scrutiny, so as to secure an honest 
vote. Copies are also furnished to judges, 
clerks, watchers, and challengers with the 
same intention and for the same purpose. 
When this is not done the object of the law is 
defeated and the returns invalidated. There 
is no getting over this. An incomplete list is 
not the list contemplated by the law. An in- 
complete list can only be used for the purpose 
of defeating the law. 

It is not necessary to inquire at this time 
whether the fact that the incomplete list cir- 
culated was due to the official printer or to 
the officials of the Election Commissioners’ 
office. It is sufficient to know that the law 
was violated in an essential particular. 

Added to this are the facts attested by one 
of the judges that his associates acted in utter 
disregard of other essential provisions, al- 
lowed persons to repeat, permitted dead men 
and men who lived outside the district to be 
voted for, and wound up by transferring their 
duties as counters of the ballots to one of the 
candidates and two of his pals. Surely Judge 
Seales, Commissioner English, Mr. Sugg, 
and Mr. Healy cannot permit the return thus 
made to affect the selection of candidates. it 
is a false and fraudulent return. It is the re- 
sult of a violation of the law by men who have 
no regard for right, or justice, or honesty. 
To count this return would be to encourage 
lawlessness and frand, What is the Can- 
vassing Board going to do about it?

Five of theese cities make a larger showing 
than for the corresponding time in 1890, 
They are San Francisco, 16.4 per cent; Chica- 
go, 14 per cent; Cincinnati, 4.5 per cent; New 
Orleans, 3.5 per cent; and St. Louis, 1.6 per 
cent. The other five show a decrease as fol- 
lows: Baltimore; 7.7 per cent; Boston, 8 per 
cent; Philadelphia, 11 percent; New York, 
13.6 per cent; and Pittsburg, 14.8 per cent. 

It will be observed that St. Louis, the best 
of the last six on the above list, had a volume 
of clearings little more than a quarter as large 
as that of Chicago, which exceeds Philadel- 
phia by more than 21 per cent. We have 
passed the Quaker City handsomely in the 
race, after having been next below it for sev- 
eral years. We are now wrestling with Bos- 
ton for second place, and doubtless will not 
which Boston is at present in the lead. Hav- 
ing achieved second place we shali probably 
have to be content with that, at least for a 
good many years to come. New York is not

its Wall street transactions alone rolls up 
fully two-thirds of the bank exchanges which 
give to that city the immense preponderance 
it has in the weekly statement from the prin- 
cipal centers of the Union, while this city 
is nearly limited to merchandise and prod- 
uce, though pow reaching out as a bank cen- 
ter for effecting their transfer at other points 
in the West. 

It may seem surprising that Boston, with a 

population of only 446,517, should have a larger 
banking business than Chicago, with 1ts more 
than twice as large count of 1,100,000 souls. 
But the fact is easily accounted for. The 960 
square miles in Cook County had a population 
of about 1,200,000 last June, while the 1,869 
square miles regarded a8 actually belonging to 
the business of Boston, though not all within 
its corporate limits, had then 1,334,892 resi- 
dents. Boston banks practically clear for the 
entire aggregation of manufacturing points in 
New England, the cotton mills, woolen mills, 
boot and shoe factories, and other active in- 
dustries of which constitute an important per- 
centage of those returned. for the whole Na- 
tion, Boston also is the center for a heavy 
trading iu a considerable assortment of stocks 
and bonds, some of them being handled there 
exclusively, This business alone gives Boston 
| the lead in the amount of clearings. There 
is a vast investment in Boston and suburbs 
in corporation securities and in mortgage 
loans. It is many nel een than that of 
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be long in bridging the 1644 per cent gap by 
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of last month. The banks of Uhicago are only 
claimed to number. forty, and of them but 
twenty are members of the Ciearing-House. 
The latest statements, which include both the 
National and State banks in this city, give the 
following aggregates: Capital, surplus, and 
undivided profits, $42,151,371; loans and dis- 
counts, $115,724,605 ; and deposits, $149,805,426. 
The individual deposits in this city amounted 
to $80,353,336. 
These figures show that Chicago is not at 
preseut a long way behind Boston in the mat- 
ter of actual banking business. The totals 
are smaller in each case, but if it is remem- 
bered how enormously the same volume of 
actual business must swell the clearings when 
it is handled by a much larger number of 
banks it will be evident there is some room to 
question the claim that Boston is actually 


entitled to rank ahead of this city in the | 


amount of business done, It is probable that 
if the number of banks in Boston could be re- 
duced to the same as ours, or if ours were in- 
creased to fifty-six, the business activities of 
the two centers remaining the same, we should 
make the larger clearings return of the two. 
Speaking within bounds it may be said that 
Chicago is not more than a neck behind Bos- 
ton, if not already ahead of it in the contest 


for actual second place, and that it is only be- 


cause of the oblique position from which the 
case is viewed that we seem to be considerably 
behind. The fact is not without value in de- 
termining the amount of confidence that the 
outside world ought to feel in our ability to 
manage successfully the great Fair. | ‘

SUED FOR BREACH OF PROMISE, 


An Actress Making Trouble for a Former 
New York Man. 
[APECIAL OABLE TO THE TRIBUNE. | 

Lonpon, April 13.— The talk in literary and 
club eireles tonight is the singular suit fonbreach 
of promise brought by a buxom actress named 
Gladys Evelyn against William Henry Hurl- 
bert, formerly of New York. In her opening 
statement today before the court the 
woman frankly said she discovered soon 
after Hurlbert seduced her, four years 
ago, that he was a married man. 
This statement seemed to surprise her 
solicitor for it practically ruled Evelyn’s case 
out of court in its present form. A woman 
cannot sue 4 man whom she knew to be mar- 
ried for breach of promise. During the dis- 
cussion which followed this announcement 
the court adjourned the case until further 
notice. The case came up before Justice Cave 
and a special jury. The Attorney-General, 
Sir R. Webster, defended Hurlbert. In her 
pleadings the plaintiff also made a claim in 
respect to rent, which she said Hurlbert 
promised to pay for the hquse. Hurlbert 

leaded that the promise of marri was con- 
— that there was no consideration for 
the payment of rent. 

Lawyer Candy in his opening argument for 
the woman said her real name was Gertrude 
Eilis. She was born in the West Indies in 
1859 and waa for some time governess in Rus- 
sia in the family of one of the Grand Dukes. 
She was also for some time in Egypt. She 
became an actress and played in The Col- 
leen Bawn” and “The Ticket-of-Leave 
Man.“ She met Hurlbert in 1887, who ac- 

her as she came out of an omnibus. 
He gave his name as Wilfrid Murray. He 
subsequently made her a a of mar- 
riage which was unconditional. 

The defendant, she said, offered to make 
reparation for the wrong he had done her by 
settling a sum of money upon her. She agreed 
to this. Several weeks She conclud- 
ed the defendant had deserted her. One day 
she accidentally ran across him in the streets 
of London. She followed him home and dis- 
covered his name was not Murray, but Will- 
iam Henry Hurlbert, and that he was a mar- 
ried man. She repeatedly wrote him for 
help, but he paid no attention. She was com- 
pelled to appeal to thecourts for help. 

The woman said Hurlbert gave her a dia- 
mond engagement ring and told her to look 
out for a house where they could live when 
they were married. He had actually decided 
on one house as quite suitable. 

This scandal excites intense surprise in the 
American colony of London, where Hurlbert 
has been a Conspicuous figure since he came 
from New York. He was married here seven 
years ago. Hurlbert'a friends claim it is a 
clear case of blackmail, but the woman says 
she will disprove this by letters if the case is 
allowed to proceed.

OFFSETS WILL BE CLAIMED. 


States Will Not Get Allof Their Direct Tax 
Contributions Rack. 

Wasutnerton, D. C., Aprile 13.—It appears 
that many of the States that expected to real- 
ize the entire amount of their contributions to 
the direct tax are to be disappomted. Scru- 
tiny of the Refunding act by the First Control- 
ler has satisfied him that the United States 
Government may claim offsets against all 
States wherein the tax was not collected from 
individuals by the Government. He has been 

“searching the records for such offsets and he 
are some of those which he has already dis- 
covered on accounts of quotas of arms, amu- 
nition, and accoutrements overissued under 
the act of 1808 up to 1887: California, $8,110; 
Georgia, $4,229; Illinois, $17,807; Michigan, 
$5,633; Minn 35.881: 8 $2,472; 
Virginia, $6,406; Wisconsin, $5,201; New Mex- 
ico, $5,597; Washington, $3,985. 

The amounts represent the extent to which 
the quotas were overdrawn. Had the old law 
continued in force most of these States might 
have made the account square by diminishing 
the amounts of their owe ig But after 
the new militia law of 1 had been passed 
this course could not be pursued, and the 
State accounts for refund of direct tax are 
now, or will be when presented, held up pend- 
ing investigation. Vermont’s arrearage is 
explained by the fact that during the war it 
made heavy requisitions for arms. to repel the 
threatened St. Albans raid, and it is said the 
State afterwards sold $150,000 worth of these 
arms to France. West Virginia is perhaps in 
worse plight than any other State. Vir- 
ginia owed the Government $1,500,000 on ac- 
count of State bonds, and when the new State 
was cut off it agreed to assume responsibility 
for its share of the indebtedness. But the 
Government was never repaid. Virginia’s 
share of the direct-tax money cannot be with- 
held, for there the money was collected from 
individuals. But West Virginia paid as a 
State by offsetting its share of the direct tax 
by a claim of $459,000 for munitions of war 
furnished by the General Government, which 
claim was allowed. Now the direct-tax money 
is withheld from it on account of the original 
debt pending a decision of the case by the At- 
torney-General.

ITS ORIGIN IS SHROUDED IN DOUBT. 


Conflicting Statements of the People Who 
Were Burned Out. 

Touching the origin of the fire there are 

nearly as many theories as there are persons 

who suffered loss. The attachés of Kohl & 


Middleton's museum unite in the assertion 


that the flames first broke out in the shed in 
the rear of Smyth’s block. Mr. Bell, the stage 
manager of the museum, said yesterday: 

J first smelled smoke an hour or more be- 
fore the fire was discovered. I endeavored to 
locate it, but could not. I examined every 
part of the museum and even went outside, 
but, finding no signs of a blaze, concluded 
that I had been mistaken. When the fire did 
break out it was first evidenced by a vast 
body of smoke arising in the rear of our build- 
ing, obscuring the light. Instantly this smoke 
broke out into flames of such intense heat 
that it melted or broke every pane of glass in 
our rear wall. I didn’t waste time in taking 
any further observations, but turned my at- 
tention to clearing the halls.“ 

This story is corroborated by the man who 
was until yesterday the proprietor of a Punch 
and Judy show. now reduced to ashes with the 
remainder of the museum outfit. He and his 
little daughter say that the fire began in the 
stock-s belonging to Mr. Smyth. 

It is hardly probable that such was the 
case. Fire Marshal Swenie and Mr. Smyth 
when the fire was raging at its height heard 
the story of the beginning of the blaze and 
examined the sheds. At that time, although 
the main building was roaring like a monster 
furnace, the shed and its contents were only 
slightly scorched, It was also said that Mr. 
Smyth had taken in a large consignment of 
varnish and oils the latter part of last week 
and that the fire first started in the varnish 
storeroom. In answer to an inquiry on this 
point Mr, Smyth said that he had received no 
varnish lately and that of his entire stock of 
furniture and materials the varnish which 
was stored in the basement of his west store, 
No. 164 Madison street, constituted the greater 
part of the property saved. 

Police Inspector Hathaway made an investi- 
gation into causes, but could obtain noth- 
ing tangible. After running down all the 
various reports and theories he concluded 
that the theory of the blaze originating in one 
of the dressing-rooms or ‘a the rear of the 
museum stage was the most reasonable. A 
quick call of a performer to the s and the 
throwing down of a half-consumed cigarette 
— easily have started the trouble,” he 
said. Mr. Kohl thought his stage manager’s 
story = the facts of the fire, but said: 

“Although I would be sorry to know that 
the fire had its inception in our place it is 
possible, even probable, that it started there, 
but Bell, who reported to me that it first 
broke out in the shed, is perfectly reliable and 
was cool and collected at the time.“ 


ANOTHER DAY’S HARD WORK.

All day yesterday streams of water were 
kept playing upon the heaps of red-hot. bricks 
and smoking ruins left by the disastrous fire.

During the forenoon the 
heavy clouds of smoke and steam which came 
from the débris produced an almost midnight 
darkness, and the firemen working with the 
hose had to feel their way a

150 Madison street, was not opened yesterday. 
In it were stored many valuables and it was a 
question whether it was fire-proof. 

The freaks, animals, and curiosities 
saved from the wreck were transferred to the 
other museums.

He spit on his hands 
and took a fresh hold, but the shock was too 
severe. He fell to the sidewalk, ran into 
Mulcahey’s saloon, sprung up on the bar, and 
grimned at the beer-slinger, who caged him. 


MILWAUKEE AGAINST THE RAILROADS 


Charges of Discrimination Filed with the 
Inter-State Commerce Commissiou. 

Mitwavcxer, Wis., April 13.—/Special.] — 
Inter-State Commerce Commissioner Veazey 
met with the Board of Directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce this afternoon and dis- 
cussed the various complaints entered by the 
Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce to the 
Inter- State Commerce Commission, some of 
which have been pending before the commis- 
sion for two years. One of these is the differ- 
ence in charges for transferring grain shipped 
from the West between Milwaukee and Chi- 
cago. In that matter the St. Paul railway has 
complied with the demands of the chamber, 
but the Northwestern still adheres to the 
old rule by which Milwaukee has 
to pay a half cent a bushel, 
amounting to about 38 a car. Another mat- 
ter is the refusal of the railroadsto carry grain 
to Milwaukee not consigned to elevators, 
while it is carried to the other cities without 
condition. Judge Veazey will report the re- 
sult of his investigation to the commission.

Hinckley 
had used every means possible to prevent the 
meeting, but had not succeeded, although still 
oe ing about one-third of the company’s 
stock.

Bacon, the new President, in his inaugural ad- 
dress reviewed the business of the last year 
and made many suggestions for the future. 

In the Circuit Court the trial of the case of 
James M. Ball against Peter McGeoch has 
been commenced. This is one of the suits 
growing out of the famous lard deal, and the 
amount in dispute is not stated. 

A suit of considerable importance to vessel- 
owners and sailors was decided by Judge Jen- 
kins in the United States Court today. It was 
in the case of John McKenna and others 
against the barge Shawnee, brought to enforce 
the payment of extra wages promised by the 
Captain in an emergency. The libel was dis- 
missed. The complainants shipped at Detroit 
Nov. 13, 1890, on she Shawnee on a voyage to 
Huron for a cargo, thence to 
Milwaukee, They were receive 
$2.50 per day and fare home. The schooner 
sailed in tow of the steamer Spinner, with the 
schooner Godfrey in tow behind the Shawnee, 
and arrived at Mackinac on Nov. 22. On ac- 
count of high wind the tow came to anchor 
and the Shawnee took in her tow-line from the 
Spinner. The Godfrey held on to the Shaw- 
nee, but the strain on the line was so heavy 
that it carried away the Shawnee’s windlass 
and the Godfrey had to anchor. The next 
morning the Captain of the Shawnee went 
ashore, notified thejowners‘of the accident, and 
received orders to proceed. When he returned 
to the boat the men refused to turn to. The 
vessel was not fit to go on, they said. They 
would not risk their lives for $2.50 a day, and 
they would not proceed unless the Captain 
agreed to pay them $50 each extra. The Cap- 
taid acceded to taeir demands and the Shawnee 
proceeded. The owners refused to pay the ex- 


tra wages and pleaded duress against the en- 


forcement of the alleged contract, which plea 
was sustained by the court.

DECIDED IN THE IMPORTERS’ FAVOR. 


The Supreme Court Passes on a Suit Over 
Duties on Dress Goods. 

Wasutneton, D. C., April 18.—The United 
States Supreme Court today affirmed judg- 
ments of the Circuit Courts for Illinois and 
Southern New York in the important customs 
cases of Seeberger, Collector of Chicago, 
against Farwell and others, and Magone, Col- 
lector at New Tork, against Edward Luck- 
meyer, in regard to the proper rate of duty 
under the act of 1888 on importations of wool 
and dress goods in which slight amounts of 
cotton had been mixed in order to lower the 
classification of the goods. 

The tariff act of 1883 provided that dress 


goods composed in part only of wool should 


pay aduty of 5 cents per yard and 35 per 
cent ad valorem, and where composed wholly. 
of wool should pay 9 cents per yard and 40 
per cent ad valorem. The importers, so as to 
secure lower classification, introduced from 2 
to 6 per cent of cotton into the w of the 
. The evidence showed that cotton 
could not be detected except on expert in- 
spection, and that it cost as much if not more 
to manufacture with these — 
Collector accordingly imposed a du 
the classification for “el- woolen — 


‘lower courts held—and the Supreme Court 


sustains their decisions—that as Congress did 
not make any provision as to what amount of 
cotton must be in the goods in order to secure 
a lower duty the importers had the right to 
mix any quantity of cotton, no matter how 
small, in order to secure the lower rates.
